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T has been uſual for thoſe who have publiſhed their labours, to give ſome account of themſelves, 
as well as of their works, together with their reaſons for undertaking ſuch publications; in con- 
formity to this cuſtom, the author thinks it ſufficient to ſay, that * began the ſtudy of archi- 
teQure in the early part of his life, under the tuition of a man of genius ®, and at the age of nineteen 
was entruſted to conduct a building of conſequence in the Weſt Riding of the county of York +; ir. 


the execution of which, he acquitted himſelf ſo much to the ſatisfaction of his employer, that he had 
reaſon to flatter himſelf he ſhould not be diſappointed in the — of his ſtudies. 


Ir would be needleſs to enumerate the ſeveral undertakings, in which he has been concerned ſince 
that before-mentioned ; ſome part of them are given in the following work, and he hopes they will be 


received by the public, with as much candour as they were by thoſe noblemen and gentlemen, for 
whom they were deſigned and executed. 


Tux author is conſcious, that at a time when architecture is carried to ſo great a height, (owing to 
the prodigious encouragement given to its ſeveral ingenious profeſſors) few things new or ſtriking can 
be given in the art; yet he hopes that ſuch are to be found in his work, and has reaſon to flatter 
bhimſelf, that the deſigns he has produced, will be found to be conſtructed upon approved principles ; 

and that he has not failed in his endeavours, to unite convenience, elegance, and propriety in the 


ſame pile; having alſo conſtantly aimed at producing that, which, by thoſe who are judges of the art, 
is termed found building. 


Tux rapid progreſs of architecture in Great-Britain, within theſe laſt thirty years, is perhaps with- 
out example, in any age or country ſince the Romans. It is certain, that nothing ſtrikes the gene- 
rality of mankind fo much as the examples of the great: it is no wonder, therefore, that architecture 
ſhould revive in an uncommon degree, in a nation juſtly celebrated for the good ſenſe, taſte, and 
opulence of its people, when it was ſtudied, reſtored, and encouraged by the late earl of Bur- 
lington, by his late royal highneſs the duke of Cumberland, the duke and dutcheſs of Norfolk, the late 
duke of Devonſhire, and his father, the duke of Northumberland, the carl of Scarborough, the earl of 
Bute, the earl of Strafford, the earl of Beſborough, the right honourable lord Petre, and his father, the 
late earls of Pembroke and Leiceſter, and many others, who made it their favourite ſtud y. 


Tussk were, and are, the revivers ** patrons of architecture; but ſtill greater honours were re- 
ſerved for this art. It is the peculiar felicity of artiſts, of every denomination, that the greateſt and 
beſt of princes in the univerſe, is not only a conſummate judge, but alſo an encourager of their ſe- 
veral degrees of merit. ArchiteQure has the glory of being more particularly honoured with his atten- 
tion; and under the auſpices of fo illuſtrious a patron, it may rationally be predicted, that England will 


vie with, if not exceed (at leaſt in the ſplendour and magnificence of its villas) the moſt flouriſhing pe- 
riods of the ancient Roman empire. 


Havins made — mention of the great patrons of architecture, it becomes neceifiry to ſay 
ſomething of thoſe laborious and ingenious gentlemen, who have lately, by the pains and peril of tra- 
velling, and by the moſt induſtrious reſearches into the remains of antiquity, in diſtant countries, (where 


this ſcience flouriſhed in its earlieſt ſtate) given to their own whatever they found, which they imagined 
might be uſeful or ornamental. 


For acquiſitions like theſe, their country is certainly indebted to them; the publications of Palmyra, Spo-

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2, and Balbec, have added ſome uſeful ornamental examples to the ſtores of architecture; and the works 
; bfefirs. Steuart, Revett, and Le Roy, have alſo furniſhed many curious antiquities. It is great pity, 
however, that all trifling diſputes among theſe gentlemen, about the different meaſurements of thoſe an- 
tiquities, had not been entirely omitted ; for, let their diſputes be carried to what length they pleaſe, it 
will be of little conſequence, as the particular forms of the beſt examples among them, are ſcarcely one 
remove from the rude eſſays of the Egyptians, from whom the Greeks borrowed them. It is beyond a 
doubt, that the Romans carried this art to a greater height than any other people, and even among the 
remains of their architecture, there is no example of elegant proportions to be found, equal to that of the 
three columns in the Campo Vaccino at Rome. It follows, therefore, that although Palmyra, Spolatra, and 
Balbec are curious (and in ſome reſpects uſeful) works, they furniſh no new lights in the great parts of 
architecture, and are only valuable for the ornaments before-mentioned. 


Tur author would not have taken ſuch particular notice of theſe celebrated performances, had he 
not been fatisfied that much miſchief may ariſe from the preſent prevailing taſte, of adopting and 
putting in practice indiſcriminately every example found in them. It is certain, nothing can be learned 
relative to improvements in the diſtribution of the parts of our houſes, from any one of them; for 
although in this particular, we have received ſome real advantages from Palladio, and other Venetian 
maſters, whoſe works were ſtudied with great application by our countryman Inigo Jones; yet expe- 

rience daily convinces us, that the houſes built by that great maſter, are very ill adapted to our climate, 
{till worſe to our preſent mode of living, and conſequently are not proper models for our imitation. 


Ir has been aſſerted, by a late author, that to have travelled, is to an architect the moſt eſſential of 
all qualifications; this may poſſibly be true in reſpect to the education of a fine gentleman, but with 
reſpe& to an architect, it is a miſtake. An artiſt who travels, and makes proper obſervations, un- 

doubtedly may be the better for it ; but if by travelling, he imbibes wrong principles in his art, and 
a blind veneration for inconſiſtent antiquated modes, and in the purſuit of ſuch ſtudies abroad, conſe- 
quently neglects to make himſelf acquainted with the various neceſſary conveniences requiſite for the 


country in which he is to exert his talents ; ſuch an artift may be faid to be a man of taſte, but he 
will hardly be conſidered as a man of judgement. 


Bur in our time, when all the fineſt examples of antient architecture are faithfully given by num- 
bers of ingenious perſons, what more can be learned by going abroad, than that thoſe very ruins are 
in a leſs perfect ſtate now, than when they were drawn and meaſured a century or two ago. Deſgodetz 

meaſured every thing truly valuable in the Roman ſtate with the greateſt accuracy * ; and with reſpect 
to the boaſted antiquities above-mentioned, there are but few examples, even of ornaments among 


them, which may not be found in his work +, the Romans having made every thing in this Kind their 
own, by introducing them into their public edifices. 


| Ty in conſequence of the acquirement of modern travelling knowledge, convenience and propreity are 
to be ſacrificed to the modes of the moſt deſpicable ruins of ancient Greece, it is greatly to be lamented : 
but let thoſe perſons, who are blindly enamoured with their beauties, enjoy themſelves in the purſuit 
of ſuch ſtudies ; Jet them continue to give the forms of triumphal arches, to the fronts of dwelling 
houſes, and to copy the mouldings and ornaments of the antients, upon ſo ſmall a ſcale, that the parts 


may not be diſcerned at the diſtance of the height of a common — a method often adopted in 
modern finiſhings. 


Tux great Vitruvius has enumerated the qualifications of an architect, and the catalogue is formi- 
dable enough to deter a man of a moderate fhare of modeſty and abilities, from attempting to purſue 
its ſtudy ; what ſurprizing genius's then muſt thoſe be who are born architef?s ? how much above 
every other order of men? but, as nothing is impoſſible with the great Author of nature, ſo we have 
ſeen a genius of this kind, who, after having been from his youth confined againſt his nature, to the

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ſerpentine walks of horticulture, emerge, at once, a compleat archiracr, and produce ſuch things, as 
none but thoſe who were born with ſuch amazing capability, could poſſibly have done; nor is the 
foregoing a ſingular inſtance (except in that of birzb) ; there are many of the ſame, and other pro- 


feſſions, who have ſuddenly commenced architects, and their works ſeldom fail of diſcovering the 
ſchools in which they proſecuted their ſtudies, 


Ir is believed, there are no artiſts at this time, who pretend to be poſſeſſed of all thoſe qualifica- 
tions, which Vitruvius thought neceſſary in the compoſition of an architect: but as the baſis of archi- 
tectural knowledge is geometry, it is preſumed an architect ought not to be without a competent 
ſhare of this very eſſential requiſite. The art of deſign, or Siving; is alſo indiſpenſibly neceſ- 
fary, and that in a degree beyond the mere mechanical part of drawing geometrical lines ; he ſhould 
be able, at leaft, to ſketch the human figure; be well ſkilled in drawing ornaments of every 
kind, and have a good taſte for landſcape. Theſe qualifications will enable him to deſign with judg- 
ment, and to produce effect with certainty : his geometrical knowledge will oblige him to conſtruct 
his buildings with ſecurity ; a conſtant obſervation of the wants of mankind, will give him a habit of 
conſidering and ſupplying the conveniencies of families of every rank; and drawing will enable him to 
decorate with elegance, and to fix upon the moſt agreeable ſituations ; to theſe neceſſary qualificati- 
ons may be added, a competent knowledge of mechanic powers and hydraulics. 


Wirkovr the above requiſites, an architect can make but an ill figure; it is no very difficult at- 
tainment, to judge of the ſtrength of a common building, to meaſure its various parts when compleat- 
ed, or to make out the bills as a finiſh to the whole; and yet even with reſpect to theſe laſt menti- 
oned articles, it is indiſpenſibly neceſſary, that an architect ſhould be perfectly acquainted with the 
quality and value of every material employed in the conſtruction and decoration of a building, and 
alſo with the value of the labour of the ſeveral artificers; without this knowledge, it will never be in 
his power to do juſtice to his employer; for, if he is ignorant in theſe particulars, he muſt neceſſarily 
call in the aid of workmen, and in that caſe, unavoidably ſubmit to the gratification of their avarice, 


which, in ſome of them, is hardly to be ſatisfied ; and thus, inſtead of being the principal, become 
ſubordinate, and the ſlave of mechanical pation. 


Tus laſt neceſſary qual ration, therefore, cannot otherwiſe be obtained, than by being long con- 
verſant with things of this nature, and indeed proves, that an architect ſhould be bred an architect. 


This is as eſſential to him, as the knowledge of the conſtruction of the human body is to a 5 
before he begins to treat the cure of the various diſeaſes incident to mankind. 


Ir has been thought unneceſſary to give the five orders of architecture, which has been often done 
in works of this kind, as alſo the different opinions of a variety of authors upon them: but, it is 
apprehended, this has been done to very little purpoſe. The ſeveral diſagreements in the anti- 
ent examples, and in the modern authors, with reſpect to the proportions, are obvious enough; 
they all diſagree, and often about trifles; nothing has, or can be fixed. Mankind think differently, 
and what one approves, another condemns; in this they are guided by what is called taſte, but he who 
has not ſufficient judgment, to fix his own forms, will find himſelf juſtified, by following implicitly 
the models of Palladio, Scamozzi, Vignola, Sc. and others of later date; none of whom were able, 


by demonſtration, to fix a ftandard of architeQure, or eftabliſh their own opinion, and * 
left thoſe who ſucceeded them to their own — 


Is the author's ſentiments on the foregoing fubjea ſhould meet with approbation, and the work 
he now offers fo the public, be received with the fame candour he experienced from his employers, he 
propoſes to publiſh a ſupplement to this volume, in which will be contained, the plans, elevations, 
and ſections of thoſe buildings which he has had the honour of deſigning, and is, at this time, exe- 
cuting for his Grace the duke of Norfolk, the right honourable lord Petre, and others, together with 


ſeveral 
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ſeveral deſigns of triumphal arches, baths, green-houſes, garden bridges, cielings, chimney pieces, 
and other ornaments, which have been all put in execution; and he flatters himſelf, will not only prove 
uſeful to perſons of diſtinction, but alſo to thoſe artiſts and workmen who may be employed by them, 
in ſuch works as they may think proper to have carried on under their own direction. 


Wir reſpect to any pecuniary advantages which may ariſe from the ſale of this or any ſubſequent | 


work, the author is not at all ſollicitous; he cannot hope to receive any very conſiderable profits from 
a performance of this kind ; his chief view, which he does not wiſh to conceal, is, that as a compe- 
titor for public favour, he may receive whatever ſhare of applauſe the public ſhall be inclined to con- 
fer on him; and in this, he hopes his defares are neither unreaſonable or fingular. His next view is, 
that of producing a collection of defigns which have actually been put in execution; for of ſuch as are 
merely ideal, he has no great opinion; he preſumes, therefore, and hopes, that as he offers to the 
public, only ſuch deſigns as have been approved by, and rendered uſeful to, individuals of the greateſt 
rank and taſte, he may, in ſome degree, become ſerviceable to his country in general.

directed his attention towards the improvement of his ſeat at Chat/worth; and the author had 

the happineſs of being preferred by him, to execute his intended alterations: His GRact ac- 
cordingly reſolved upon the removal of ſeveral offices out of the body of the houſe, taking down all 
the external offices, ſtabling, &c. which were fitnated near it, and rebuilding them upon a complete 
plan, in a more commodious ſituation; by which means, an uninterrupted view was made into one 
of the nobleſt valleys perhaps in Europe. The building firit began upon, is ſituated contiguous to the 
houſe, and contains the kitchens, and every office appertaining thereto, audit rooms for the Stewards, 
dairies, waſh-houſe, laundry, &c. with commodious ſtabling for thirty-fix horſes. This building, with 
its courts, extends in length three hundred and ſixty-ſix feet, and in breadth ſixty ſcet. 


T HE late DUKE of DEVONSHIRE, upon the deceaſe of his noble father, 


Tur plan which his Gracs had formed for adorning and improving this noble family-ſeat, was ex= 
tenſive, and worthy the ſpirit of a nobleman of his exalted rank, and carried into execution with equal 
rapidity, all the workmen that could be collected, were employed, and notwithſtanding the ſpirit with 
which the whole of theſe works were carried on, they employed the ſpace of eight years; in which 
time a variety of uſeful and ornamental buildings were compleated, or very nearly compleated, ſome of 
which are given in the following plates. 


Tux good, reſulting from ſo noble an undertaking, was univerſally felt by all degrecs of people in 
the county, nor was it confined to Derbyſhire alone, but extended to the adjicent counties: excluſive 
of the exact punctuality with which he made his payments. His Grace's noble and benevolent bcha- 
viour indeared him to every individual, whom he employed in carrying on bis work; ard he enioyed 

the ſatisfaction of perceiving, that while he was rendering Chat/worth one of the fineſt ſeats in England, 
he was giving the means of ſubſiſtence to ſome hundreds of families, many of whom, if they had not 
been thus employed, would probably have become miſerable, and conicquently burthenſome to others, 


Q 


Nor was His Gaacz ſatisfied with the improvement of his own ſeat, the public good claimed 
a large ſhare of bis attention; and, in purſuance of ſo meritorious a regard for the welfare of man- 
kind in general, he generouſly advanced large ſums of money, for making public roads throughout the 
whole county; nor ever withheld his hand, when he found an opportunity. of contributing to the ſafety 
and utility of the public. But Providence was pleaſed to put a period to ſo valuable a life, at a time 
when he had nearly compleated theſe truly noble plans, to the inexpreſſible concern of many families, 
whoſe ſole dependance for ſo many years had been upon his ſervice. 


Tux recital of the above facts is a digreſſion which the author hopes will be pardoned, when it is 
conſidered that his obligations to this nobleman, and unfeigned reſpect for his memory, abſolutely re- 
quired this voluntary tribute ; nor could he perſuade himſelt to proceed with the explanation of theſe 
plates, without thus publickly teſtifying his veneration and gratitude for the honour conferred upon 
him, by ſo great a man, as the late DUKE of DEVONSHIRE:

ONTAINS a general plan of the oreat ſtables; the court is circumſcribed 

by an arcade, in which the horſes are exerciſed in bad weather ; upon the 
right and left of the great weſtern entrance, are lodges appropriated for the uſe of 
domeſtics in waiting, and farther on, are two ftables for coach horſes ; at the ſouth- 
weſt angle, 1s a three-ſtall ſtable for ſtallions ; the centre part of the ſouth front, is 
one ſtable, which contains ſtandings for twenty-one horſes 3 and at the ſouth-eaſt 
angle, is a farrier's ſhop ; on the right and left of the north entrance, are four ſtables 
for hunting horſes ; two of them containing ſtandings for ſeven horſes each, and 
the two other for three horſes each; at the north-weſt and north-eaſt angles, are 
coach houſes ; and on the right and left parts of the eaſt entrance, which is againſt 
the ſide of a hill, are ſeveral neceſſary offices, viz, the brewhouſe, and ſeparate work- 


ſhops for plumbers, glaziers, joiners, &c. &c.

A bridge built over the river Dervent, being the principal approach to the 
houſe; built with the ſame kind of ſtone as the ſtables are ; the ſculptures introduced 
in this bridge, are the work of Cibber, executed in ſtone, from a neighbouring quarry, 
except the figures in the niches of the piers, which are of ſtatuary marble. 
The bed cf the river in this place is a hard rock, the foundations of the piers 
were laid in Patterdeaux, made by linking tiers of large ſquared ſtones, the inter-

ſtices of which were rammed with a body of clay, after the common method. 

This river is ſubjeQ to rapid floods, which come from a diftant tract of moorlands, 
and frequently riſe in a few hours to a great height, and the violence of theſe tor- 
rents render it extremely dangerous. 

Below this bridge, at the bottom of the park, and upon the ſame ſtream, the author 
erected another bridge, ſpanning the whole over with one arch; the foundations of 
the abutments were laid in the ſame manner as that before-mentioned. 

N. B. The fituation of Chatſworth is ſo extremely well known, that it needs no 
deſcription ; but in juſtice to Mr. LauxcELoT BROWN, who was employed by His 
GRACE, in laying out the improvements near the houſe, it would be an omiſſion not 
to ſay, that he has executed his part in a maſterly manner, and has, by his {kill, 


contributed towards making it, perhaps, one of the nobleſt pl aces in E arope.

_ Contain Velden ferry bridge, built over the river Trent; this b idge unites the 
counties of Derby and Leiceſter, and the ſtream is alſo liable to great inconveniences 
from the rapidity and ſudden confluence of waters collected from the hills in the 
before-mentioned counties, and Staffordſhire, which, after great rains or ſnow, 
haſtily riſe to a very great height, overtlowing a large extent of meadow-land, and, 
before this bridge was built, rendered the paſſage of the terry exceeding dangerous, 
nor can theſe waters paſs off any other way than through the arches of this bridge, 
which, from its ſituation, ſecures, in perilous ſeaſons, the only paſſage of the Trent 
to the Humber. 
The bed of this river is a firm gravel, the piers were laid in caſes, and the whole 
bridge is built with a good ſtone, raiſed from a quarry about three miles diſtant on 
the banks of the ſame river, 


The late DUKE of DEVON SHIRE generouſly advanced the money 
for this very uſeful and neceſſary building.

N the year one thouſand ſeven hundred and fifty-two, the late Lord Viſcount 
1 Downe gave directions for new modelling this antient family-ſeat, which was 


executed according to the plans given in the following plates.

A general plan of the body of the houſe, with the intended wings. 
The body of the houſe contains a hall, thirty-ſix feet by twenty-four ; a dining 


room, fifty-two feet by twenty-five ; a drawing room, thirty ſeet by twenty-hve ; 


a common ſitting parlour, thirty feet by nineteen ; at the ſouth-weſt end, is a ſmall 


library, and upon the ſame floor, on the fouth Tide of the eaſt wing, is an apart- 


ment for the principals of the family, which has no communication with the oſſices. 


The chamber ſtory of the body of the houſe contains ſeveral apartments, and 


fingle bed rooms, and in the roof are lodging rooms for ſervants. 

The weſt wing was intended for the reception of viſitors, and laid out in two 
compleat apartments, each conſiſting of a bed chamber, and two dreſſing rooms, and 
over theſe lodging rooms for their ſervants. 


In the eaſt wing, it was intended, beſides the principal apartment before- mentioned, 


to have built the kitchen, and every kind of office appertaining thereto, with lodging 


rooms for the ſervants belonging to the kitchen. 


In the baſe ſtory ate ſeveral offices for domeſtic uſes ; on the ſouth ſide, thoſe ap- 
pertaining to the ſteward, hovuſe-keeper, &c. and ſome of thoſe on the north, being in 
part under ground, are employed for vaults, and other convenient purpoſes.

This deſign was never completed as above hinted, a thirſt for military glory 
threw his Lordſhip into the army, at the beginning of the late war, and death un- 
fortunately put a ſtop to his Lordſhip's further progreſs in the purſuit of honour, 
and ſervice of his country, conſequently to his intention of proteCting and encourag- 
ing the polite arts, 

The fituation of Cowrck-HZall is rather flat, but dry, upon a rich warm ſandy foil, 
between the rivers Are and Dunn ; his Lordſhip greatly improved this part of the 
country, by obtaining an act of parliament for incloſing the waſte lands; great part 
of his own ſhare he added to his pleaſure-ground, and planted, and otherwiſe laid 


out the whole with great taſte, propriety, and advantage.

C- ONTAINS the general plan of the houſe and offices. 

The principal entrance to this houſe 1s in the ruſtick ſtory of the ſouth. front, 
by a veſtibule, twenty-nine feet 57 Fo inches, by nineteen feet nine inches, murked a; 
on the right of the veſtibule, is a common fitting room, thirty-five feet nine inches 
by twenty-three feet nine inches, marked b; on the left of the veſtibule is a imall 
ſtudy for the maſters uſe, twenty-three feet nine inches by twenty-two, marked c;

erected upon the ſpot; in the finiſhing of the interior parts, no expence has been

ſituation could not poſſibly eſcape his obſervation, and conſequently induced him to 
ornament and improve this ſeat and its environs, as alſo his ſeat called Glentworth, 
in the county of Lincoln, about thirty mules diſtant from Sandbeck, the place the late 
Earl intended as the principal reſidence of the family, and had begun to erect new 
ſtables, which his Lordſhip compleated immediately after, and alſo expended large 
ſums in rebuilding and decorating part of that edifice, 
His Lordſhip's knowledge of the requiſite conveniences, for the domeſtic purpoſes 
of his family, as well as of the ornamental finiſhings of his houſe, greatly facilitated 
the determination of theſe deſigns, all which has been executed by the author, with

The ſituation of this houſe is in a pleaſant village, about two miles from Ma fe- 


feld, on a fertile ſoil, and in the midſt of an excellent neighbourhood, the worthy 


proprietor, the late Mr. RoBRRT HorkixsOoN, who began to build this houſe, died 


before it was covered in, but his widow compleated the houſe, and has ſince, as the 
author has been informed, added ſeveral out- offices; this building was begun ſeven- 


teen hundred and forty-four, and covered in the fame year.

ONTAINs the plan of the baſe or under-ground ſtory of the body of 

the houſe, (which is all arched) and the plan of the principal ſtory, together 

with the offices behind the ſame. 
The entrance to this houſe, is by triplicate flights of ſteps, into a hall, a; on the 
left hand, is the dining room, b; on the right, is the drawing room, c; next to the 
dining room, 1s the library, d; and next to the drawing room, 1s the common fitting 
parlour, e; behind theſe, are the following offices, viz. f, the kitchen, which includes 
two ſtories in height; g, the ſcullery; h, the larder; 1, the ſervant's room; and 


k k, the houſekeeper's room, and ſtore room.

Contains the plans of the chambers in the body of the houſe, and thoſe over the 
c flices, (which are for the ſervants) as alſo the plan of the attick ſtory; in the 
chamber floor of this houſe are three bed chambers, with light cloſets to each, and 
two ſingle bed rooms; the attick, which is no more than the center part of the 
body of the houſe, contains one bed chamber and a light cloſet.

The ſituation of St. Ives, is in a very fine part of the country, the approach from = 
the great road, is through fine woods, interſperſed with lawns, which leads to a ſmall 
but rapid rivulet, over which is built a bridge; the houſe ſtands high, and com- 
mands a very fine view of the river Air, a large fertile valley, great woods, and an 
extenſive country, it is covered to the north-weſt and north-eaſt, by fine hills and 
rocks, which ſhelters it from the moors, and is built with a fine colcered ſtone, pro- 


cured at a ſmall diſtance.

"Phe deligns of this building were fixed on, and the foundations laid in the life- 
time of Grone Bow:s, Eſq; the laſt male heir of that very antient family, and 
by his will, was directed to be compleated, and his body to be removed and depo- 
ſited in the central cell of the mauſoleum. 

| Gibjide is remarkable as one of the fineſt places in the north of Eugland, for 
woods, fine walks, garden buildings, &c. this building is erected at the end of a 
moſt beautiful terras, which commands extenſive views of the adjacent country, 
and of the valley through which the Derwent runs, the other end is terminated by 
woods, and the largeſt column in England, except the monument in London. The 
whole of theſe gardens, buildings, &c. were the productions of the late very 


worthy owner.
